The last 50 years have brought 
about numerous changes. Meth- 
ods of producing the Animo 
have gone from typewriters to 
computers, from black and 
white to color, and the book has 
grown tremendously in size. 
The 1950 book consisted of 36 
pages, while the 1999 edition has 
320 pages. 

The first volume of the year- 
book was put together at the 
last minute. The staff got  to- 
gether and worked diligently to 


get the typing finished in time. 
According to Mrs. Margaret 
Motley, the book was produced 
within a period of two to three 
weeks. Although the differences 
are great, some things never 
change. The yearbook staff con- 
tinued to work days and nights 
(and sometimes weekends) to 
get the book finished by the dead- 
line. 

Half a century has passed and 
generations of students are still 
gracing the halls of Franklin 
County High School.

We don't have these big shop- 
ping malls, but, instead of those, a lot of little shops. 
In America, there are more fast food restaurants 
than in Germany, and we don't eat as much meat 
as Americans. What I like most is that the people 
here are so friendly. [But I miss] my family, my 
friends, and my cat."

Then and Now 


On May 31, 1950, a unique class of 74 graduated 
from Rocky Mount High School. It was the first class 
that had an eighth grade in its curriculum. It was 
also the last class to graduate from Rocky Mount 
High School since the “new” Franklin County High 
School opened in the fall of 1950. According to 
information provided by Mrs. Margaret Motley the 
Senior Class of 1950 published the first edition of the 
award-winning Animo. 

Throughout the years there have been many 
changes, some minor and others more significant. 
“The dress code has certainly changed. In 1966 
female students were not allowed to wear blue jeans 
or slacks to school. Shorts and short dresses or skirts 
were a no-no, also,” said Mrs. Sherry Lynch, Class 
of 1966. 

“Tattended Franklin County Junior High and High

For the past 12 consecutive 
years, the Franklin County 
Eagle wrestlers have won the 
Roanoke Valley District Tour- 
nament. They also won the 
Big Orange competition for the 
13th time. 

Head Coach Kris Kahila has 
been coaching the wrestling 
team for 23 consecutive years. 

“Coach has been leading the 
teams in great seasons before 
I was even in school. He chal- 
lenges us to do what all the 
other teams have done; to give 
all we've got and if it wasn’t 
enough then we have no re- 
egrets,” said junior Eddie Will- 
iams. 

“To be good and to get bet- 
ter, you have to practice,” said 
Coach Aubrey Wright. 

For the wrestlers, practice 
during the weekdays lasted 
from 7 to 8 in the morning and 
from 3:30 to 5:30 in the after- 
noon. 

As for the Big Orange Tour- 
nament, the Eagles fought 
hard and came out the victors 
in the end, with four indi- 
vidual champions and a first 
place finish of 267.5 points 
overall, beating host William 


Byrd, who finished in second 
with 226.5; Christiansburg fol- 
lowed in third with an even 
200 points. 

The individual champions 
included seniors David 
Phillippe, David Ferguson, 
Steven Menefee, and Stacy 
Menefee. 

At the RVD, FCHS defeated 
their opponents, making this 
the 12th year they have won 
the tournament. Seven Eagles 
won individual champion- 
ships in this event.

Pulaski. Steven Menefee (130) 
and Michael Duncan (145) 
both defeated Cave Spring 
while Ben Call (171) and Eddie 
Williams (215) defeated 
Patrick Henry.

Ninth graders attended CATCE for one se- 
mester. During this time, they focused on two modules (one each nine 
weeks) and took their English and Heath/P.E. (at the YMCA). The 
modules were designed to give students an idea of which classes to 
take at the high school, as classes correlated with the high school cur- 
riculum. 

"[I like it that} I got to take Driver's Ed a year early and take gym at 
the YMCA," said Jamie Walker. 

The Health and Human Services Module allowed students to use a 
problem-based approach to study social, physical, and psychological 
health. In this class students were not 'students', they were true 'work- 
ers'; they calculated salaries every week. Two/three times a week, they 
worked out at the YMCA. 

The Legal Science Module covered four major areas: foundations 
of the law, process of the law, societal vs. individual liberties, and 
conflict resolution. Banking, insurance, marketing, investing, account- 
ing, and economics made up the finance module. 

The Media Design Module had five main areas of specialization.

They included: television production, radio production, desktop pub- 
lishing and journalism, multi-media presentations, and marketing and 
sales. Opportunities for creative, individual expression (using state- 
of-the-art technology) could be found in the arts module. Two-dimen- 
sional media , three-dimensional media , and music helped students 
explore the skills they would need for a career in the arts. A vision for 
the future was created in the Environmental/Natural Resources Mod- 
ule. Students encountered the interdependence of the economic and 
environmental principles. A new greenhouse helped students study 
plants and experiment. The department took donations of plants in the 
fall, and in the spring, a Mother's Day Plant Drive was planned. To 
find out about modern manufacturing, students went into the Manu- 
facturing Module. The Engineering/Architectural Design Module in- 
tegrated math, English, and other core subjects with technical subject 
material to explore career options related to this field. 

"What I like most about CATCE is the freedom. The teachers let 
you work at your own pace and turn work in when you're ready, as 
long as it's on time,” said Adrian Manns. 

Dr. Paul J. Strickler, CATCE principal, said that the center gives 
students an opportunity to look at careers of the future. It helps focus 
students and aids in understanding the world and environment.

Numerous science classes (from biology to physics) were of- 
fered to students. The students participated in a variety of edu- 
cational activities designed to assist them in future science-re- 
lated careers.

Technology increases 


opportunities 


As technology increased so did the electronics and computer 
design classes. A wide variety of new machines and new com- 
puter programs entered the world of electronics as well as com- 
puter design.

Arrington (Class of ‘50) on the cover of the 1950 Animo. The binding is Smyth sewn, rounded and backed with 180-point 
binder board for the cover casing on 80-pound Litho Gloss pages. The reproduction of the 1950 Animo was printed 
on 65-pound parchtone paper. Body copy was written in 10-point Palatino, with captions in 8-point Palatino Bold. The 
headlines varied in point size and were written in Palatino or Zapf Chancery. Nichols Studio of Rocky Mount, Virginia, 
served as the official photographer for the seniors, faculty, underclassmen, clubs, sports, and some candid photo- 
graphs.
